What is a Mass Reappraisal? 



Ohio law mandates that all County 
Auditors: 

Conduct a full appraisal of all parcels every six 
years - Sexennial Reappraisal (Ohio Rev. Code 
5715.33)

2012 Reappraisal 
Analysis 



• Analysis of sales for 2009, 2010, & 2011 

• Total of 4411 Sales were used in the 
analysis 

• Only Valid' sales were examined 

• Foreclosures & Sheriff Sales were 
excluded 



2012 Reappraisal 
Neighborhoods 



• For the analysis, parcels are grouped by 
geographic neighborhoods 

• 707 neighborhoods (582 residential, 
125 commercial) to better group parcels 
with similar characteristics for 
comparison 



2012 Reappraisal 
Process 



• Data is collected and reviewed for ALL 
parcels 

• ALL parcels receive TWO visits: 

1. Virtual visit using Pictometry® oblique images, 
aerial photography, street level images, maps 
and sketches 

2. Physical visit and review by an appraiser
